A Washington despatch to tho Evening Telegram saya
Ikf President received through the band* of General
Crank yeeterday afternoon Lteatenaot General Sherman'*
letter in reference to bis assignment as commanding
officer of the Military Division of tbe Atlantic. Tbe
letter is thoroughly respectful in tone, and is an earnest
ftoiest against being relieved from his previous com¬
mand. General Sherman requests tbe President to
revoke so much of tbe order creating tbe new military
division as relieves him frcra tbe command or
Uie Military Division of the Missouri, because for
many reasons the general interests of the country
require bis presence there; that certain Important
movements commenced by him should bave his
personal supervision until completed; because it

.k eminently more convenient and agreeable for him
to remain in Missouri, and cbielly because he feels a
strong repugnance to being Implicated la the political
scheme* and intrigues of tbe national capital. General
Sherman, however, did not intimate any intention of
..signing, but signified his willingness to obey tbe order
should the l'resident insist on obedience. The argu-
Menu presented by General Sherman were urged with
sacti force and earnestness, and wiiha) so respectfully,
that tbe President at once telegraphed to him that tbat
portion of the order assigning him to the command of
the new division woula be immediately revoked, and be
would be oarmitted to retain bis present command.

So much of general order No. 10, issued by the Presi¬

dent, as assigns Lieutenant General Sbertnan to the
comnnsnd of the newly created Military Division of the
Atlantic, with the headquarters in this city, has been
revoked, and General Sherman will continue to remain
to command ef the Military Division of the Missouri.
No new assignment to the Division ol tbe Atlantic has
Veen made, although as yet that portion of tbe general
order has not been revoked.

party; and in all cases tbey are largely aHemled, and
the interest and enthusiasm manifested are of the most
intense character.
In tbe progress of the campaign it becomes daily more

apparent that the result of tbe contest is doubtful. Tbe
general sentiments of the people accord with tbe
prophecy of a radical triumph; but tbe democrats
will nevertheless dispute every inch of territory,
and undoubtedly many of them will do It under the in*
splration that they will certainly win. Tbe Patriot, one

of the leading democratic journals of the State, comes
out to-day in a long editorial upon the situation, in
which It reiterates very forcibly former declarations that
the republicans will surely be defeated.
